BRIEF SUMMARY OF PUBLIC LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT 
1936-1944 


The records of the State Library Commission show that there are 38 | 
free public libraries in the state. Of these, 26 give county service. The 
following public libraries give county service through contract with the 
county board of supervisors: Evans Memorial Library, Aberdeen, Monroe 
County; Fiske Memorial Library, Natchez, Adams County; Greenville Pub- 
lic Library, Washington County; Greenwood Public Library, Leflore 
County; Meridian Carnegie Public Library, Lauderdale County; Harriette 
Person Memorial Library, Port Gibson, Claiborne County; Vicksburg Car- 
negie Public Library, Warren County. There are four subscription li- 
braries in the state. Of these, two give service to the county free by con- 
tract. These libraries are: Laurel Circulating Library, Jones County; 
Ricks Memorial Library, Yazoo City, Yazoo County. 


The regular session of the State Legislature in 1938 passed the first 
general library law of the state. The law is known as Senate Bill 166, 
Laws, 1938. The following counties have organized a county library un- 
der this law: Alcorn County, Corinth; Attala County, Kosciusko; DeSoto 
County, Hernando; George County, Lucedale; Grenada County, Grenada; 
Harrison County, Gulfport; Hinds County, Jackson; Jackson County, 
Pascagoula; Lee County, Tupelo; Lowndes County, Columbus; Marion 
County, Columbia; Neshoba County, Philadelphia; Noxubee County, 
Macon; Oktibbeha County, Starkville; Pontotoc County, Pontotoc; Quit- 
man County, Marks; Sunflower County, Ruleville; Union County, New 
Albany. One county library was organized by a special act of the legisla- 
ture—Holmes County, Durant. Therefore, these records show a total of 
28 counties with an organized county library, either by contract with an 
existing library, or a county wide library under Senate Bill 166, Laws 
1938. Statistics in detail appear elsewhere in this bulletin. Twelve of 
these counties have an annual support from the county greater than 
$1,000. 


When the WPA was liquidated the following counties continued to 
give some library service in the county: Bolivar County, Cleveland; 
Copiah County, Hazlehurst; Forrest County, Hattiesburg; Hancock Coun- 
ty, Bay St. Louis; Issaquena Couunty, Mayersville; Lafayette County, 
Oxford; Leake Couuty, Carthage; Marshall County, Holly Springs; Mont-

gomery County, Winona; Pearl River County, Poplarville; Pike County, 
Magnolia; Prentiss County, Booneville; Simpson County, Mendenhall; 
Tallahatchie County, Charleston; Tippah County, Ripley; Walthall Coun- 
ty, Tylertown; Winston County, Louisville. These reports do not appear in 
the bulletin. Statistics received are too incomplete to give a true picture. 
These library units are supported by gifts and contributions from cities, 
towns, villages, and civic organizations. 


The State Library Commission was the official sponsor of the State- 
wide Library Extension Projects for a period of eight years, beginning 
in 1935 and closing April 1, 1943. During that period approximately 
$2,359,146.48, a yearly average of $294,898.25 was available from federal 
funds through the Works Progress Administration for the development 
of rural library service. Since this was a work program the major part 
of the funds were used to employ people on a relief status and a profes- 
sional staff for supervision. Of the 28 counties with an organized county 


library, 18 were initiated by WPA. According to the statistics for 1943, 
twelve of these eighteen libraries gave complete and detailed reports 
showing the growth and development of these libraries. These appropria- 
tions range from $1,083-$5,709.05. These funds are made possible from 
city, county, and other sources. The county appropriations of these 12 
range from $583.26-$4,975.00. Four of the counties operate a book 
mobile: Hinds, Harrison, Lee, and Alcorn. 


In 1936 there were 10 subscription or association libraries in the 
state. All but four of these libraries are now free public libraries. Two 
of these four, as stated.above, give free service to the county. 


The annual statistics for free public libraries for 1943 show that the 
total support for public library service was $101,956.94. Of this amount, 
$55,402.25 was paid by city governments; $32,184.26 was paid by coun- 
ty governments; $14,060.43 was paid from other sources. Of the 38 
free public libraries, 11 failed to report, or the reports were too incom- 
plete to give actual conditions. Taking the statistics for 1942 for the 
libraries not reporting in 1943, the complete figures for 1943 would show 
a total support of $113,634.40. The secretary has visited within the last 
year each of these libraries and in only one instance has there been any 
indication of a great decrease. An increase for 1944 as well as 1943 has 
been indicated. The total support for the subscription libraries for 1943 
was $4,845.40. This amount made a total support of $118,479.62, for the 
fiscal year of 1943. The returns from the reports are too incomplete to 
give actual conditions of the financial status of libraries in this state. The 
total support is approximately $124,000. Ten of the 38 libraries have 
an annual appropriation greater than $4,000. The total population with- 
in service area is 1,010,359. Negro service is available in two counties: 
Coahoma and Monroe. 
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Comparative statistics since 1926 offer an interesting study of the 
development of libraries in this state:

The chief functions of the Mississippi State Library Commission are 
planning for effective state-wide library service, advice and supervision 
in promoting and putting these plans into action. Every effort has been 
made to arrive at the existing conditions through close study and observa- 
tion of the state program prior to the initiation of the State-wide Library 
Extension Project, progress made in rural library development with the 
assistance of the program, patterns of service that have proved to be most 
effective in the developments. 


A study made in 1936 showed that before progress could be made 
in this state, muclr state legislation was necessary. The first was need 
for a sound basic general library law, including certification; second, acts 
to strengthen powers of Commission, and increased support for Com- 
mission; third, better housing for the Commission; fourth, State aid for 
the development of libraries. 


Experience during the past eight years shows that the county and 
regional library giving service both to schools and adults in the com- 
munity is the best plan for an effective library service. Legal provision 
has been made for developing such a program under Code 1930, Chapter 
180; Laws 1926; Acts 1940; Senate Bill 166, Laws 1938. Certification 
should have been passed as a part of Senate Bill 166, Laws 1938. It was 
recommended by the secretary. The bill was introduced in 1940, as a 
separate bill, but failed to pass the Senate. The powers of the State 
Library Commission were greatly strengthened by Acts 1940 amending 
Code 1930, Chapter 180, Laws 1926. Senate Bill 195, Laws 1944 gives 
to cities the authority to levy one mill for the support of the public 
library. While the appropriation for the Commission has been increased 
from $6,750 for the biennium 1936-1937 to $12,500 for the biennium 
1944-1945, this appropriation is most inadequate for effective state lead- 
ership. Housing conditions have been improved, but space is most in- 
adequate. Recommendations made at the annual meeting of the Com- 
mission in June included increased support for the Commission, improved 
housing facilities, and state aid for libraries. 


As shown in the above discussion of public libraries, in 1936 there 
were four county libraries with $1,000 or more support, today there are 
twelve. In 1936 there was practically no book collection, today there are 
6,000 volumes owned by the State. The state also has custodianship of 
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23,807 volumes bought with federal funds. In 1936 the loan records 
were obsolete. Today there is a complete record of all loans to each county 
or unit as well as a central file showing the location of each title in the 
collection. In 1936, records for public libraries were incomplete, no in- 
formation was available as to location of libraries, annual support of 
libraries, use of libraries, personnel employed, book holdings; today these 
records are complete and have been kept up-to-date and published annu- 
ally since 1937. In 1936 there was little or no personal supervision of 
the libraries; today annual visits are made to each library in the state, 
also additional supervision and advice are given through two publications 
“Library News” and ‘‘Books,” each issued quarterly. 


There is no greater need in this state than an effective state-wide 
library program. The state can and must support such a program if the 
educational system is to be effective.
